to be "goitrous," are given a treat- 
ment with iodine, a number of times 
a year, and an equal number are not 
given it, the users of iodine do not 
develop goitre, and the non users 
do, there can hardly be any room 
for argument as to 
prevention of 


goitre, even if the exact cause is un- 
known. 


At the present time manufacturers 


are making up preparations from the 
thyroid glands of animals, which are 
being used in adults for the cure of 
goitre. This work is, of course, in 
its infancy, and standard 
prepara- 


tions giving definite results are not 
yet obtainable. 


But the significant 
point about 


the manufacture of 
these prepara- 


tions is that the firms are all aiming 
to attain a definite 
percentage of 


iodine for a certain dosage. 


In other words, it 
is still the 


iodine content that is the big factor. 


With children afflicted with goitre, 


if In addition to the iodine, neck ex- 
ercises are given, splendid results 
are often quickly attained. 


The youngster lies face upward on 


a oouch, or on the floor, and tries to 
put his chin on his chest, then draws 
the head back 
until 
the eyes are 


staring at the ceiling, then chin on 
chest again. 


This is done about twelve to fif- 


teen times at least, twice a day. 


This helps to compress the lump.

Davis with Jts chief grievance, but re- 
jects him as the reputed "heir" of the 
hated Wilson policies and ns a repre- 
sentative of "the international bank- 
ing group" against which "it is our 
especial duty to protect ourselves." 


Accordii\5 to the manifesto, the in- 


dorsement of LaFollette occurred 
"amid scenes of the most intense en- 
thusiasm ever witnessed within the 
circle of the organization since its 
founding," but there are no indica- 
tions that the love of LaFollette 
equalled the hatred of the two older 
parties. We read that the announce- 
ment from Republican quarters that 
LnPollette's war record would be 
nsod against him during the cam 
paign "aroused the especial ire" of 
the Steubeu Society, which 
"re- 


solved" that "we denounce any and 
all attempts to rebuild the passions 
of the war as a stxidied insult to our 
most solemn feelings." Apparently 
the Steuben Society Is for LaFollette 
only or chiefly because he opposed 
America's entrance into the war 
against Germany, and this Is a rea- 
sonably safe fonclusion in view of all 
that Is known, of an organization in 
America whose political policy is 
plainly dictated by partisanship for 
Germany as well aa for residents in 
this country of German extraction.

Explanation of 
New Baking Law 


Bakers In many parta of New York 


state are contused as to the require- 
ments of the law, which Is effective 
September 1, relative to tha manu- 
facture and sale of bread, with the 
result tbat many Inquiries hare been 
received by Commissioner Berne A. 
Pyrke, of th« Department ot Farmi 
and Market*, on the requirement! 
ot 
the 
now law. 
. Commissioner 


Pyrke stated .that he desires that 
the provisions ot the statute bo well 
understood by the bakers and that 
tho department stands ready to co- 
operate to the fullest extent la sup- 
plying Information on all points In 
question. 


Th« following statement In 
ex- 


planation of the provisions of 
the 


law ha* b*en issued' by th« depart- 
ment of farms and markets which 1s 
chartwl with tha enforcement ot the 


statute: 
*• 


"On September 1 an amendment 


to the Farms and Markets law, Chap- 
ter 622 of the laws of 1924. in rela- 
tion to the regulation of tho manu- 
facture and sale of broad will go in- 
to effect. 


"Except where otherwise provid- 


ed, all bread manufactured for sale 
or offered for sulo in this state shall 
be sold by v.-ciglit only in 1 It)., I'/i 
Ib.. or Multiples of OIK- pound. 


"%Vhon sold in the staandard units 


described, whether wrapped or un- 
wrapped. It will not 
have 
to be 


marked. 


"Loaves of any other si^o, not of 


the standard units, when manufac- 
tured and offered 
for 
sale, when 


wrapped, shall contain tho name of 
the manufacturer and the net con- 
tents of the container; when 
un- 


wrapped, it is required that they 
have a label or xticker attached to 
tho loaf In .1 sanitary manner with 
the same information. That portion 
of the label representing tho weight 
shall not bo larger than 1 x 1% 
inches and not smaller than 1 x IVi 
Inches In slr.e. 


"This law does not apply to rolls 


or to stale bread when sold as such, 
nor to restaurant or sandwich bread 
sold for consumption and use on the 
premises and not for regale, nor to 
fancy bread such as fruit bread, nut 
bread, seed-covered bread, 
sugar- 


coated bread,- gluten bread, and auch 
other breads as may be defined as 
fancy bread, nor to bread sold by the 
piece cut from the 
louf, provided 


such bread be weighed in the pres- 
ence of the buyer upon a scale which 
has been tested and found correct. 


"Also In case of rolls sold at re- 


tail or exposed for retail sale direct- 
ly from the manufacturer to con- 
sumer upon 
presence ot 


the premises or In the 
the 
buyer, the maker 


may have a sign printed containing 
Information as to 
the 
weight of 


such loaves' in English, also in the 
language or languages ot the neigh- 
borhood 
conspicuously 'posted 
in 


plain view of the buyer and in close 
proximity to the bread offered for 
sale, setting forth the weight of each 
size and variety ot bread. 


"When an inspection of bread Is 


made at any bakery by or under the 
direction of the department, or any 
city or county sealer, the baker or 


his agents shall upon request Inform 
him whether such bread '.3 manu- 
factured for sale in any of the stand- 
ard unit weights prescrifc:d abore, 
and if it is not in such standard un- 
its, shall furnish samples of the lab- 
els or wrappers intended to be us«d 
on all loaves ot other thin standard 
unit size, or the notice intended to

can make a serviceable temporary re- 
pair in a minute. As a mstter of fact, 
any one who smokes cigarettes or 
chews gum or eats candy on the ronO 
usually has some tinfoil on his person 
and so It is not necessary to make v 
special point of including it with tbe 
tools. 


To rehabilitate the bnrned fuse it Is 


wrapped with one or two layers of the 
foil and reinserted in the fuse box. 
Care should be taken not to wrap tbe 
fuse too heavily, as if this Is done 
damage is liable to result to the wiring 
if It is suddenly stressed with an over- 
load.
